The 
first  fully  organised  church  of 
Christ  wlthtai  the  sute  of  New  Jer- 
sey dates  back  to  1685,  but  the  num- 
ber of  Its  supporters  was  only  about 
four  or  five  families  A  small 
wooden  stnirturf.  thin  y-six  ffel 
squam,  was  ere ci* d  and  t h w a 
the  real  First  Church  of  Newark 
ft  was  a  church  first,  but  U  was 
also  a  town  hoxae  and  a  sort  of 
fort  offering  protection  against  the 
Indians.  In  tbe  year  1918  a  plaUi 
ftooe  church  took  the  plaoa  of  the 
wooden  strueturs^  and  though  It 


lacked  ornamental  detail  and 
only  forty  feet  square,  there  were 
many  who  doubted  that  the  town 
of  Newark  would  ever  be  large 
enough  to  support  so  stupendous  a 
structure.  In,  1718  the  present  struc- 
ture was  completed,  a  struotnre 
buUt  tn  accordance  with  the  Amer- 
ican church  style  of  tbe  latter  part 
of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  in- 
terior Is  plain  but  attractive  and 
much  venerated  by  the  Presby- 
ti^'^iens  of  New  Jersey.  The  old  ar- 
rangement of  the  pews  and  patpit  is 
maintained  lo  thi.s  dav.  The  con- 
gregation lias  al&o  preserved  tbe  old 
original  bell  purchased  tventy-fhre
